Protestants instructed, 


Since THE CONVERTED CATHOLIC WAS 
established—nearly seven years ago— 
we have published the names and ad- 
dresses of more than 1,000 converts 
from Rome in the United States, and 
no articles in the magazine are read 
with more interest than the testimunies 
relating to these conversions. But in 
no one month have we presented such 
an array of distinguished names as ap- 
pears in this issue in connection with 
the Convention of Converted Catholics 
that will be held in Boston, May 7-9. 
The list of converted priests and mini- 
sters of various denominations, all 
converts from Rome, who are expected 
to attend the Convention, forms only 
a small portion of those who in our 
time have renounced the Church of 
Rome to become ministers of the Gos- 
pel. Inthe future we hope similar 
Conventions will be held in New York, 
Chicago and other cities, when the 
list of delegates will be quadrupled. 


A CARTOON IN THE COMIC PAPER, 
Puck, April 3, made the Roman 
Catholic Irish of New York furious. 
It is entitled, ‘‘They All Do It—Cring- 
ing Before the Irish Vote and Support,” 
and represents the editors and states- 
men of the city groveling in the dust 
before Patrick Egan, the newly ap- 
pointed United States Minister to Chili, 
and ex-treasurer of the Land League, 
who has not yet taken out his final 
naturalization papers. This typical 
Irishman is represented sitting upon 
his chair of state, with his pipe in his 
mouth, one knee crossed over the 
other and a generous expanse of torso 
exhibited to the admiring gaze of the 
American statesman and editors who 
are bowing and lying prostrate before 
him. Puck harps on the ‘‘the Irish 
vote,” but of course it means ‘‘the 
Roman Catholic Irish vote.” It is a 
coarse, brutal picture, but, alas, too true. 
When Rome controls politics and the 
press her rule is supreme. 


Tue Rev. Dr. Gorpon’s Review oF

Church as a spiritual and _ political 
force that has been written in any 
language. 
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IN ADDITION TO THE ENGLISH PRIESTS, 
previously referred to, who have re- 
cently withdrawn from the Church of 
Rome,we may mention Rev. P. Stanton, 
and Father Suffield, author of the 
Catholic book, ‘“The Crown of Jesus.” 





Cotone O'BRIEN AND REPRESENTA- 
tive McCarthy are the leaders in op- 
posing the grant of $400,000 to the 
Jesuits in Canada. This grant was 
made by the Quebec Legislature, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Pope. But 
the Pope will be surely beaten in the 
fight when the Mac’s and the O's turn 
against him.

THE BUILDING FUND. 

It is only a question of time when 
the good work for the conversion of 
Roman Catholics will be extended. 
The good heart of the good treas- 
urer of ‘“‘Curist’s Mission” was made 
glad last month by the reception of 
several small sums for the building 
fund. Mrs. Campbell calls them 
‘‘small sums” only in view of the 
larger contributions that will come. In 
themselves they were large—several 
five dollars, a few tens, one twenty, 
and one $100. Altogether she has 
now deposited in bank $1,700. Is 
there not more to follow? Of course 
there is. God will provide a building 
such as Monsignor Bouland speaks of 
in his letter, a headquarters for this 
work of evangelization of the Roman 
Catholics, a central building that will 
be a mother house to many such insti- 
tutions all overthe country. Already 
there is a bureau of information and 
a library of reference in the office in 
the Bible House, but we want to con- 
centrate all the efforts, and this can be 
done only in a central building. The 
Lord will provide it, using His people 
who are interested in the work to con- 
tribute what. will be required. Those 
who are not interested cannot be ex- 
pected to do the work. But those 
who wish Godspeed to what is being 
done, who have a knowledge of what 
has been done, will see to it as best 
they can that Mrs. Campbell will soon 
have money enough to make a begin- 
ning towards the purchase of a house 
this year,a place for preaching, prayer 
meetings, conferences, a home for 
priests and for the general work that 
is being done for the conversion of the 
Roman Catholics. Such a_ house 
should be ready for the winter. 
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CHRIST’S MISSION. 


Ss HE Boston Congregationalist, 
Ff March 28, 1889, says: 

‘‘Among the special enterprises for 
special classes in New York City, that 
of Father O'Connor is one of the most 
important. Himself a converted Catho- 
lic,he has been preaching for ten years 
a pure gospel, Sunday evenings, in 
the large hall of Masonic Temple, Sixth 
avenue and Twenty-third street, New 
York. His work has been largely one 
of education and enlightenment, and 
many Catholics have from time to time 
been led to the Protestant faith. Two 
priests, who had been made to see the 
errors of Romanism, were last year 
sent to Princeton Seminary to prepare 
for the ministry. The society was in- 
corporated two years ago under the 
title of ‘Christ’s Mission.’ It was in- 
tended to add to the legal title, ‘For 
the Conversion of Roman Catholics,” 
but the judges refused to indorse what 
they thought might be obnoxious to 
the Romanists. In view of its grow- 
ing usefulness the mission feels the 
need of a home of its own, and an 
appeal is now being made for a $30,- 
000 building. The work is indorsed 
by such men as Drs. Crosby and Mac- 
Arthur, and contributions for its added 
efficiency should be sent to Mrs. Wil- 
liam Campbell, 36 West Eighteenth 
street, New York, or to Rev. James A.

A STATE CHURCH, IF NOT IN 
FORM. 

The New York Zvangelist, March 
28, 1889, quotes the following from 
its Reformed Dutch neighbor: 

“The Christian Intelligencer relates 
these incidents indicative of the drift 
of things toward a State Church, in 
fact,if not in form, here in New York: 
There is in this city a society which 
bears, or rather bore, the title of 
‘Christ’s Mission, for the Conversion 
of Roman Catholics.’ It was desir- 
able that it be incorporated, and ap- 
plication was made to a judge of the 
Supreme Court, such officer having it 
in his discretion to sign the paper or 
not as he saw fit. He refused, but 
assigned no reason. Another was ap- 
plied to and also refused, giving as a 
reason that it ‘might be offensive to 
the Roman Catholics.’ Neither of 
these officials was a Romanist, yet 
both concurred in refusing, in abject 
fear of the political power of that 
sect. 

“These facts are a melancholy indica- 
tion of the subserviency to political 
considerations of even judicial officers. 
Had the application been to incorpor- 
ate a Jesuit Mission for the Conversion 
of Protestants there would doubtless 
have (as there ought to have been) no 
hesitation in granting it. But to run 
the risk of offending the Romanists in 
this city was not to be thought of, and 
so the society had to be incorporated 
simply under the title of ‘Christ’s Mis- 
sion.’ We have no sympathy with 
the bitterness with which some persons 
attack our Roman Catholic brethren, 
but we submit that such facts as we 
have just noticed do give some color 
of reason for the use of strong 
language.”

Mr. O'Connor is an intelligent, pru- 
dent, zealous, cultured and refined 
gentleman, and the amount of good 
he is doing is beyond calculation.

The first week in April Father 
O'Connor received the following letter 
from Biddeford: 

“There are 7,000 French Roman 
Catholics in this town, twenty-five or 
thirty of whom have been converted 
this year. Now they want a pastor of 
their own. Can you send them one? 
They prefer a converted French priest 
if you have one.” 

Father O’Connor immediately re- 
plied that he had an excellent man, 
Rev. Mr. Motte, whom he could re- 
commend Another letter came from 
Biddeford, this time from one of the 
converts, who had been elected secre- 
tary by the brethren, saying they would 
welcome Mr. Motte on this recom- 
mendation. 

Father Mottealso sent the following 
letter to the brethren in Biddeford: 

New York, April 3, 1889. 

Dear ConvERTED BRETHREN OF Bip- 
DEFORD:—I learn from Rev. Mr. 
O’Connor that there are in your city 
twenty-five or thirty converted Catho- 
lics who wish a French converted 
priest to preach to them the Gospel of 
Christ.

God is not di- 
recting orruling it. A fallible, sinful 
man who blasphemously arrogates to 
himself the prerogatives of the Al- 
mighty is the head of that Church, not 
the Lord Jesus Christ who established 
His Church. The poor Nun had to 
learn that the Church of the Pope is 
not the Church of Christ. 

The Nun of Kenmare could see de- 
fects in the Church of Rome without 
being able to account for them. She 
could not see, while still within the 
Church, partaking of its sacraments, 
believing in its superstitions, that the 
radical defect -in the system was that 
it perverted the way of salvation. I 
have never known a priest, nun, bishop 
or lay person in the Roman Catholic 
Church who could tell me what the 
way of salvation is, outside the sac- 
ramental circle, or as evangelical Chris- 
tians understand it. Certainly the 
Nun of Kenmare did not know it, 
though she had read and written many 
books on religion. A Roman Catho- 
lic may study theology for years and 
yet be ignorant of the way of the Lord.

sin—the violation of this command- 
ment—should be punished.

He 
can, He will; the blood of Jesus Christ 
His Son cleanseth from all sin, if you 
be willing and obedient; ‘‘though your 
sins be as scarlet they shall be white as 
snow; though they be red like crimson 
they shall be as wool.” There is no 
reserve on God’s part. It is not a 
partial forgivness He grants the re- 
pentant sinner, but a complete recon- 
ciliation. The atonement of Christ is 
accepted by God as payment in full 
for the debt of sin, and is sufficient. 
The Apostle Paul in his memorable 
sermon at Antioch, as we read in Acts 
xu: 38-9, says: ‘Be it known un- 
to you therefore, men and brethren, 
that through this man (Christ) is 
preached unto the forgiveness of sins: 
And by Him all that believe are justi- 
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fied from all things, from which ye 
could not be justified by the law of 
Moses.” 

The Almighty God who created us 
declares us ‘‘Not Guilty” when with 
believing minds and repentant hearts 
we plead the merits of Christ. “He 
was bruised for our iniquities; and 
with His stripes we are healed.” We 
are healed from the wounds, the rank- 
ling sores that sin has inflicted upon 
our souls; through the sacrifice of Cal- 
vary we become the children of God, 
and have a rightful place in the home 
of our heavenly Father. ‘‘Being justi- 
fied by faith we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ,” and 
by Him as our Mediator ‘‘we have ac- 
cess unto the Father,” who makes us 
His heir; each one of us who has faith 
and repentance, an heir of God and 
co-heir with Christ in the Kingdom of 
Heaven. Every Christian should be- 
lieve this, every one who knows what 
it is to be a Christian believes it, be- 
cause it is God's revelation to man, 
God’s gift feely bestowed upon each 
one of us. 

The Roman Catholic Church does 
not teach this; neither does it formally 
deny it; but it leaves its followers ig- 
norant of this Gospel truth. It is 
guilty of the suppression of the truth, 
and not only suggests the false, but 
directly teaches what is untrue. 

EXPERIENCE AS A PRIEST. 

‘I recall the time when I was a Ro- 
man Catholic priest in Chicago,” con- 
tinued Father O’Connor with pathetic 
earnestness, *‘when filled with zeal, 
believing in my priesthood as a holy 
office appointed by God, as the only 
means of reconciling sinners with Him, 











I used to enter the confessional every Aprif1, had the following report of the 


morning, and especially on Saturdays, 
to hear the confessions of the people, 
the tales of sorrow and of woe that 
men and women were anxious to tell 
me—pressing cares from which they 
sought deliverance—burdens on the 
soul that they wished to be lightened— 
wrongs they desired to be righted 
— grievous sins to be washed away. 
‘And as with trembling lips they told 
me their stories, the evil they had done, 
the corruption of the heart that had 
obtained mastery over them, the sins 
of their life, I could not but feel a 
yearning sympathy to help them and 
deliver them. I used all the means 
of grace provided by my Church, I 
exercised all the power at my command 
to loose their sins and deliver them, to 
break the chains that held them in the 
bondage of Satan, to set the captive 
soul free. Alas! andalas! Notwith- 
standing the confession and repentance, 
the longings and prayers for deliver- 
ance, the belief in my power on the 
pait of the people; notwithstanding 
my honest, earnest, faithful exercise of 
the office of priest, there was no recon- 
ciliation with God, no deliverance 
from sin,no lasting peace to the soul.” 
The speaker then referred to the 
false views of salvation presented by 
the Roman Church in the various 
forms of devotion to the Virgin Mary, 
the seapular, beads, etc. Other per- 
sons than Christ are lifted up, and 
other doctrines than the cleansing 
power of his blood are taught. He 
exhorted his Catholic hearers to accept 
Christ as their only Mediator, and He 
would send them tne Spirit of Truth 
that would teach them all things nec- 
essary for their salvation. 
The New York Morning Journal, 
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Reformed Catholic services in Masonic 
Temple the previous Sunday. After a 
short Gospel sermon Father O’Connor 
introduced Rev. Henry Gilfillan, an 
English priest who had come to him the 
previous week and now desired to re- 
nounce the priesthood and faith of 
Rome. He had letters from Cardinal 
Manning, who had ordained him a 
priest, which showed that he had of- 
ficiated in the East End of London 
for several years. 

Mr. Gilfillan is a well-built, good- 
looking man of about thirty-five, with 
a very earnest manner, and an em- 
phatic delivery. He told the audience 
this was his first public renunciation of 
Romanism. He came to this country 
recently, he said, and he produced’a 
printed recommendation in Latin over 
Cardinal Manning’s signature com- 
mending him asa good Catholic priest. 

‘Twas a firm believer in Roman 
Catholicism then,” said he, ‘‘but I had 
time to reflect in this country. My 
principal reason for believing that Ro- 
man Catholicism is wrong is because 
every devout Catholic is bound to be- 
lieve that all Protestants who die while 
opposed to its dogmas will be ever- 
lastingly consumed in the flames of 
hell. This to me now seems terrible 
blasphemy, and was one of the funda- 
mental reasons which led me to give 
up the Roman Catholic faith. It re- 
stricts the plan of salvation and is hor- 
rible to conceive. If it be true, God 
help many of us who must then be 
created for perdition. If it be true— 
I speak with all respect—God is not 
good, but cruel and unjust to create 
men to suffer the pains of this life for 
many years, to work hard, lead honest 
lives, make many sacrifices and be 
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damned eternally at last. It could 


not be. I have thought and prayed 
over it, and God has helped me to free 
myself from this terrible belief. 

‘IT have chosen my course, but Iam 
satisfied. I have through this renuncie 
ation lost my friends, my home, all 
that can make life dear. If 1 returned 
to the home of my early life my ac- 
quaintances would point the finger of 
scorn at me, but I care not. I enjoy 
a liberty of conscience I have never 
known before, and bless God for it.”

History and ex- 
perience both prove that foreign influ- 
ence is one of the most baneful foes 
of a Republican Government.” And 
the last prayer of General Jackson was, 
‘Lord, preserve our country from for- 
eign influences.” Rome is the only 
‘foreign influence’ in this country. 
Awake! arise ! Americans, and hand 
down to your children the inheritance 
of freedom, the precious, glorious liberty 
you have received from your noble 
ancestors, which Rome would destroy.” 

At the close of the meeting a gentle- 
man said he would take steps to or- 
ganize the various Protestant Societies 
referred to, and that they would march 
in the parade. 

Sunday evening, April 14, Rev.

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DANGER TO ROMANISM. 
WY nom: is to be the future of the 
Roman Catholic Church in this 
country is among the things not re- 
vealed to this generation. Whether 
the correct answer to this question 
which some of our correspondents are 
discussing would show that American- 
ism is more in danger from Romanism 
than Romanism from Americanism, is 
itself a’ question not less interesting to 
Romanists than to Protestants. The 
future will answer it. But in all our 
present efforts to anticipate the answer 
it is safe to assume that the dangers 
are not all on one side. The issue is 
one that will be determined by the rela- 
tive forces and persistency of contend- 
ing forces, and its only present indi- 
cations are to be found in the nature 
and tendency of those forces. 

Both Protestants and Romanists 
resident in this country, subject to our 
laws and participating in our govern- 
ment, are Americans. Both are sub- 
ject to social and educational influen- 
ces that were unknown two centuries 
ago. Both have their history, and in 
that history we may find the germs 
from which they are developed. In 
respect to their essential elements 
neither of them have greatly changed, 
but in their manifestation and expres- 
sion both have changed according to 
the conditions under which they have 
existed. 

It is the habit of the Romanist to 
emphasize the immutability of the 
rock on which his Church is founded. 
His theory of the origin and develop- 


ment of the Church of God restricts, 


almost excludes, the possibility of 


change. But in spite of his theory his 
Church is obliged to become exceed- 


ingly flexible in her methods and to 


adapt them to the conditions of the 
age and the demands of an advancing 
civilization. This at present is her 
difficult and hazardous task. Adher- 
ence to her theory of her own powers 
and functions imperils the confidence 
of a progressive civilization; and on 
the other hand flexibility imperils her 
theory. Under these circumstances 
she is placed at a great disadvantage 
in her contest with Protestantism, es- 
pecially where the latter is strengthened 
by a liberal and progressive civil gov- 
ernment developed in harmony with 
its spirit and teachings. She cannot 
carry on the contest as a warfare for 
the supremacy of intolerance. She 
must meet the forces which the civili- 
zation, intelligence and freedom of 
the age have brought into being, and 
for which they have decreed a perma- 
nent and honorable existence. This 
forces her to abandon the methods of 
the past. Her priests and devotees, 
inspired by her traditions, may boast 
of her powers and tell what terrible 
things she intends; but they seem very 
grotesque in the glaring light beneath 
which they are compelled to stand,and 
in the glow of which their prophecies 
must be read. 

We would not intimate that the time 
for vigilance against the Jesuitical de- 
signs and agencies of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church should cease. We only 
call attention to certain general con- 
ditions and tendencies, which give the 
advantage to Protestantism, and which 
indicate the kind of vigilance and ac- 
tivity required to meet those dangers. 
It is not now a question of tolerance 
or intolerance. The spirit of the age 
has decided that question, and both 
parties in the contest must accept the 


decree. Protestantism, however, gains 





by the decision the advantage of a 
victory. Here is the triumph. Per- 
haps the victory will compel some 
modification of her own methods—a 
little less of intolerance here and there 
on her own part—but the advantage is 
hers, and is all the more valuable if it 
forces her to be consistent with her 
spirit and mission. On the other hand 
Romanism suffers defeat; arrogance no 
longer deceives, dogmatism is held in 
contempt, tyranny is defied. Rome 
must allow her implements of torture 
o go into the museums among the 
trophies that commemorate her dis- 
honor. 

The field of popular education is 
one in which Romanism is at war with 
American institutions; but at what dis- 
advantage after all. It surely should 
be an easy task for the friends of the 
public schools to make the position 
which the Roman hierarchy has taken 
a very difficult one to hold. Witha 
considerable proportion of our Roman 
Catholic citizens opposed to the paro- 
chial school policy of their own Church, 
with the heavy burden of expense for 
the maintenance of public schools 
justly laid upon the taxpayers without 
regard to their church relations, and 
with the inevitable aversion of Ameri- 
can-born citizens to an un-American 
education for their own children, it 
ought to appear before many years 
that the authorities of the Roman 
Catholic Church greatly under-esti- 
mated the forces and obstacles to be 
encountered when they undertook to 
adjust the educational policy of this 
country to their 
ences,

Higher education in America is a 
tremendous force in favor of Protes- 
tantism. It is, we believe. the peculiar 
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peril of Romanism. It is true that the 
Roman Catholic Church can point to 
its numerous and great universities in 
Roman Catholic countries. But uni- 
versities are one thing. and higher 
education is quite another. Roman- 
ism has made use of the former as the 
instruments of a propaganda. But 
she now must choose between the two 
perils, of neglecting and seeming to 
despise the higher education of our 
own age, or of founding universities 
which shail be agencies of the free in- 
tellect and the vigorous ‘progressive 
thought of the world. She cannot at- 
tempt the latter without danger to 
those elements of her constitution that 
are not adapted to the light. No Pro- 
testant need to regret that the Roman 
Catholics propose to found a magnifi- 
cent university at the capital of this 
Republic. At no place in the wide 
world would the demand be more im- 
perative that such an institution should 
place itself in harmony with the pro- 
gress of the age,and at no place would 
timidity in the presence of such a de- 
mand bring greater discredit. It will 
require some courage for Romanism 
to keep up its old pretensions in Wash- 
ington, and it certainly will be very 
difficult to do’so and still be recognized 
as a leader in the higher education of 
America.

The Wily Cardinal. 

The President of the United States 
requested that April 30, the centennial 
of the Inauguration of President George 
Washington, be observed as a religious 
holiday, and the American people 
cheerfully complied. 

In a proclamation dated April 10, 
Cardinal Gibbons, of Baltimore, orders 
his clergy to honor the Washington 
Centennial by special services in the 
Catholic Churches, with an address 
suggested by the occasion, and the 
church bells rung as an expression of 
joy and thanksgiving. ‘‘To Washing- 
ton,” he says in his circular, ‘‘will re- 
main the imperishable glory of leading 
the American people out of the house 
of bondage and oppression into the 
clear light of freedom and _ national 
prosperity.” All of which means that 
the Cardinal is posing as the head and 


director of the only religion in the 
United States that can ‘‘order and 
command” its followers to unquestion- 
ing’ obedience. Statesmen and poli- 
ticians are expected to take note of 
this, and by and by the Cardinal will 
demand the recognition of his Church 
as the only religious organization 
worthy of State approval and support. 
Other religious bodies may be ap- 
proved and supported in a less degree, 
but the Roman Catholic Church must 
be first and foremost.

Infallible “ex-Cathedra.” 


The Pope is declared infallible when 
he speaks ‘‘ex- Cathedra’”—‘“‘from his 
chair.” During the sessions of the 
Vatican Council in Rome in 1870 it 
was proposed that he should be de- 
clared infallible, without any qualifi- 
cation; but, as the New York Catholic 
Review, April 7, 1889, declares, an 
amendment was introduced by the 
English Bishop Ullathorne that the 
phrase ‘‘ex-Cathedra” should be ad- 
ded, and it ‘vas adopted. 

The words of the Review are: ‘‘At 
the Vatican Council Bishop Ullathorne 
was too ill to deliver the speech he 
had written; but it was read by one of 
his colleagues; and his amendment, em- 
bodying the phrase ex- Cathedra in the 
definition of Infallibility, was carried. 


In the same article in the Review— 
an obituary notice of Bishop Ullathorne, 
who died last month—it is said: ‘‘He 
had taken no part in the controversy 
before the Council; but his name was 
much in men’s mouths during its de- 
liberations in consequence of the sur- 
reptious publication of a famous letter 
addressed to him by Cardinal New- 
man on the great question of the hour.” 
Bishop Ullathorne was not in favor of 
the declarations of Infallibility, as his 
amendment shows, but he was com- 
pelled to assent to it, like many of the 
531 bishops that voted for the definition 
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FATHER McGLYNN’ Ss PAR- 
ISH DIVIDED. 

e@ INCE Father McGlynn was removed 
I from St. Stephen’s parish, excom- 
municated and ‘‘kicked out,” as his 
followers say, the congregation of 
that church has fallen off one-half. 
Father Colton, the present pastor of 
St. Stephen’s, who had been Dr. 
McGlynn’s assistant for many years, 
has not commanded the respect of the 
people, nor, indeed, could any priest 
that would accept the position. Thous- 
ands of his former parishioners attend 
Dr. McGlynn’s lectures in Cooper Un- 
ion every Sunday evening, and many 
of them go to hear the Gospel at the 
Reformed Catholic Services in Masonic 
Temple. Father Colton has held 
“missions” or revivals several times 
since he took charge of St. Stephen’s 
Church, and the ablest preachers 
among the Jesuits, Paulists, and other 
religious orders have conducted these 
services, but all in vain; the people 
have lost all faith in the Roman Church 
and cannot be induced to return to 
their allegiance to Archbishop Cor- 
rigan and his priests. The authorities 
at Rome are fully aware of this, and 
they see that other methods must be 
adopted. Accordingly the Propaganda 
—the Pope’s organized agency for 
propagating Romanism in foreign 
has taken the matter into 
its own hands, and despite the protests 
of Archbishop Corrigan, has divided 
St. Stephen’s parish, giving the eastern 
section of it in charge of a religious 
order known as the Carmelites. 

The Propaganda realized that 
American priests could not recall the 
parishioners to the superstitions of 
Rome; for Father McGlynn was em- 
phatically an American priest, and the 





trend of his preaching was away from 
those superstitions; and no_ priest 
claiming to be an American even in 
sentiment could undo the good work 
he had done and is doing in this di- 
rection. Irish priests—not merely 
Irish-Americans, but ‘‘Irish all over” — 
could do the work of the Propaganda. 
Therefore, that branch of the Carmel- 
ite Order known as ‘‘Irish Carmelites” 
will be given charge of the new parish 
formed out of St. Stephen’s. The first 
week in April four of those Irish Car- 
melites arrived in New York from 
Dublin and established themselves in 
this new parish. ‘‘These,” says the 
New York Freeman's Journal, April 
6, 1889, ‘‘are the first Carmelites of 
the Province of the Order in Ireland 
who have undertaken work in this 
country. They are called calced, to 
distinguish them from the Guesiene, 

or barefooted Carmelites. 

‘‘The new parish, of which they take 
charge, extends from Twenty-fourth 
to Thirty-third streets, and from Sec- 
ond avenue to the East River. They 
have purchased an iron foundry, com- 
prising seven lots between First and 
Second avenues for $70,000. The 
new parish takes Bellvue Hospital and 
a considerable district off St. Stephen's 
parish. Their dress is a.brown habit, 
with white cloak and scapular. They 
are popularly known as White Friars.’ 

No higher tribute could be paid to 
the influence of Father McGlynn in’ 
leading thousands of Catholics away 
from the Church of Rome than this 
radical step taken by the Propaganda. 
Archbishop Corrigan did not invite 
these ‘‘White Friars;” he did not want 
them, as we are informed by a Roman 
Catholic priest who gives us valuable 
items of news when he calls to see us.

American “Pilgrims” Kissing the 
Pope’s Toe. 

Our editorial fingers are itching to 
make extracts from the Roman corre- 
spondence of the New York Mail and 
Express that appears in that paper 
every Wednesday. No such interest- 
ing letters have ever before been sent 
from Rome to any journal in this 
country. The writer has access to the 
best sources of information, even in 
the Vatican itself. 

The American pilgrims to the Holy 
Land, who called at Rome on their way, 
are discussed in the letter that appeared 
April 10. ‘‘The reception at the Vati- 
can,” the writer says, ‘‘was not en- 
thusiastic. The prevailing feeling of 
the Americans was curiosity to see 
the Pope. Itis natural that this should 
be so; and apropos of the people who 
come so far to see a Pope, I call to 
mind the lines of Francesco Berni, a 
facetious poet of tie sixteenth century, 
the translation of which is: ‘Once 
upon a time,in Lombardy, there was a 
woman who could not believe that the 
Pope was only a man, but thought he 
must resemble a mountain, a dragon 
ora big cannon. Once she saw him 
enter the church at vespers, and was 
so astonished to see he was made like 
other men, that from surprise she 
made the sign of the cross. Thus 
narrates a historian of Como.’ 

The pilgrims presented over $100,000 
to the Pope and then were admitted to 
kiss his foot.” 

Some intelligent Roman Catholics 
deny to their Protestant friends that 
visitors to Rome kiss the Pope’s toe, 
just as they deny that the priest for- 
gives them their sins when he pro- 
nounces absolution in the confessional. 
The American Pilgrims, who vistted 
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Rome last March on their way to the 
Holy Land, went through the ordeal ot 
‘‘kissing the toe” with as much abject 
submission to the degrading custom 
as the most ignorant and superstitious 
peasantry of any European country 
could exhibit. 

Miss Ellen Ford, the correspondent 
of the New York Freeman's Journal, 
and sister of the editors of that paper, 
who is one of the ‘‘Pilgrims,” 
writing from Rome under date of 
March 26 says: ‘‘An informal audi- 
ence of the Pope was procured for the 
Pilgrims March 18. The priests were 
received in the throne-room, the ladies 
and the laymen in the halls adjoining. 
His holiness was most benignant, per- 
mitted each Pilgrim to kiss his foot and 
hand, and said a kind word to every- 
one. After returning from his pres- 
ence each of the Pilgrims received a 
medal with a picture of the Holy 
Father, enclosed in a velvet cover.” 

Miss Ford’s reference to the medal 
is supplemented by the correspondent 
of the Mail and Express in a rich and 
racy letter in the columns of that jour- 
nal, April 17. The writer says: ‘‘The 
Pilgrims ofboth sexes have complained 
of the high price of the medal. Two 
dollars for a medal which has the in- 
trinsic value of fifty cents, even with 
the head of the Pope engraved on it, is 
too dear. In fact it seemed the affair 
of the medals was a speculation.” 

The original Pilgrims who landed at 
Plymouth Rock in the seventeenth 
century came to this country to be free 
from prelacy and priestcraft; these 
later American “Pilgrims” will establish 
Popery and priestcraft in this country 
in the twentieth century if they can 
and make kissing the Pope’s toe an act 
of worship that must be observed.

You must not take that for a term of 
diminution, no more than when the 
Apostle saith—‘I think I have the 
Spirit of God.’—1 Cor. vu: 40. But 
the meaning is, ‘You judge, and you 
judge aright in it.’

‘These things are 
written that ye might believe that Jes- 
us is the Christ, the Son of God, and 
that believing ye might have life 
through His name.’—John xx: 31. 
The Word is written, and you have it

before your eyes. It is not hidden, 
nor locked up from you; but the Book 
is open and you may read it,and may, 
by God’s blessing on your industry, 
and the use of those helps which His 
gracious providence affords you, in 
competent measure understand it. I 
shall only mention that one place,and 
methinks the very reading of it should 
put this beyond dispute quite out of 
doors: ‘But continue thou in the 
things which thou hast learned, and 
hast been assured of, -knowing of 
whom thou hast learned them; and 
that from a child thou hast known the 
Holy Scriptures, which are able to 
make thee wise unto salvation through 
faith which is in Christ Jesus.’—2 Timo- 
thy mI: 14, 15. 

‘Secondly. Pray fervently for the 
guidance of God's Spirit. And for 
your encouragement know that God 
hath not left you without promises, 
and those much,more clear than those 
which Roman Catholics produce for 
their Diana of Infallibility. In gen- 
eral thus—‘Whatsoever ye shall ask 
the Father in my name, He will give 
it you.’—John xvi: 23. And lest any 
should think this promise is confined 
to the Apostles, our Saviour adds— 
‘Neither pray I for these alone, but 
for them also which shall believe on 
me through their word, that they may 
be one,’ etc.—John xvii: 20, 21. An- 
other clear and comfortable promise 
to this purpose you have in Luke x1: 
13—‘If ye then, being evil, know how 
to give good gifts unto your children, 
how much more shall your heavenly 
Father give the Holy Spirit to them 


that ask Him? Whence I may ven- 











ture to draw the conclusion that a holy 
and humble Christian, sincerely asking 
the wisdom of the Holy Spirit, hath 
better assurance of his infallible guid- 
ance inall trusts necessary to salvation 
than any ungodly Pope that either 
doth not ask it, or asks amiss, seeing 
such a person hath no interest in 
Christ, in whom alone ‘all the prom- 
ises are yea and amen.’—2 Cor. 1: 20. 
And therefore let no Christian perplex 
himself with such anxious thoughts as 
these: ‘What shall I do under the 
various and contradictory opinions 
that are amongst us ? 
to discern.’ 


I want wisdom 
St. James tells us what 
you should do—‘If any man lack wis- 
dom, let him ask of God, who giveth 
to all men’ (mark that!) ‘liberally,and 
upraided not, and it shall be given 
him.’—James 1: 5. And therefore in 
this case beg counsel from God. There 
is not the weakest, nor the most ignor- 
ant creature amongst you, but if you 
faithfully and diligently seek direction 


from God, you may confidently expect 


it. Pray to God as David did—‘Lead 
me in thy truth and teach me, for thou 
art the God of my salvation; on thee 
do I wait all the day..—Psalm xxv: 5. 
And ‘O send out thy light and thy 
truth; let them lead me; let them bring 
me unto thv holy hill, and to thy tab- 
ernacles.’—Psalm xii: 24. And as 
David did beg this of God, so he 
promiseth it to himself, and so may 
every sincere Christian—‘Thou shalt 
guide me with thy counsel, and after- 
ward receive me to glory.’—Psalm 
Lxxu1: 24. God isthe same God still, 
and as able and as willing to direct 
you as ever He was, and as faithful in 
keeping His promise as ever, as ready 
to hear as you are willing toask. You 
have it under God’s hand—‘Ask and 
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ye shall receive; seek and ye shall find; 
knock and it shall be opened unto 
you.’—Luke x1: 9. What need more 
be said to encourage the faith and the 
hope of all that fear God? 

“Thirdly. If you would discern and 
hold fast the truth, love and practise 
it. The best way tobe certainly guided 
into the way of truth is to live up to it. 
Of this we have evident assurance in 
that fore-mentioned place—‘Ifany man 
will do his will, he shall know of the 
doctrine, whether it be of God, or 
whether I speak of myself.’—John vir: 
17. Certainly a good conscience is 
the best preservative of a man’s faith; 
and, therefore, when once men put 
away a good conscience, the next news 
is they made shipwreck of their faith 
—‘Holding faith, and a good con- 
science, which some having put away 
concerning faith have made shipwreck.’ 
1 Timothyr: 19. An eminent instance 
you have in 2 Thessalonians 11: 10-12: 
‘Because they received not the love of 
the truth that they might be saved. 
For this cause God shall send them 
strong delusion, that they should be- 
lieve a lie; that they all might be 
damned who believeth not the truth, 
but hath pleasure in unrighteousness. ’ 

A text that needs no other 
comment but the example of this gen- 


eration. I conclude with this excellent 
advice—‘Ye, therefore, beloved, see- 
ing ye know these things before, be- 
ware lest ye also, being led away with 
the error of the wicked, fall from your 
own steadfastness; but grow in grace 
and in the knowledge of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ. ’—2 Peter 
Wi: 17, 18.” 

Even if he so desired, Father Flynn 
could not gainsay these things which 
he now gladly received.

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Pigott and the Scapular. 

Pigott, the forger of the Parnell let- 
ters, was a devoted Roman Catholic. 
When he committed suicide he wore 
the ‘‘Scapular of our Lady of Mount 
Carmel,” and it was found on his 
body, worn next the skin. The ‘‘Book 
of the Scapular” published by Ken- 
nedy, in Barclay street, New York,and 
approved by all Roman Catholic 
bishops, says the Virgin Mary delivers 
out of Purgatory every one who wears 
her scapular. In the case of Pigott 
she will have some hard work to do, 
that we fear will occupy all her time, 
to the exclusion of pious Catholics. 
But then pious Catholics, if they are 
Christians, should not need her help 
to save them, as all Christians know that 
the blood of Jesus Christ cleanseth 
from a//sin; so that she can take all the 
time required in Pigott’s case. This 
scapular and purgatory business is a 
queer occupation for the mother of 
Jesus to be engaged in, and onlya 
Pagan Roman would think of assign- 
ing to her such a task as saving Pigott 
from his merited doom. 

The Rev. Dr. Hamilton Magee, of 
Dublin, thus refers to Pigott’s ‘‘Scapu- 
lar” in his excellent monthly, the 
Christian Irishman 

‘‘Many earnest Roman Catholics 
wear scapulars. Tradition says the 
first scapular was presented by the 
Blessed Virgin to a monk of the olden 
time. Be that as it may, we would 
like to know of what value these scapu- 
lars are. It appears that Pigott—the 
admitted forger—wore one of these 
things, which was found upon him 


after he had shot himself. Its pres- 


ence on him did not prevent him from 
lying, from forgery, from perjury, from 
Of what use 4s it, then, 


many crimes, 
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we ask? It may be said it is a harm- 
less thing. But not so. For evidently 
the man Pigott trusted in it or he 
would not have worn it; that is to say, 
he trusted for help for time and eter- 
nity in a spider’s web, in a broken 
reed, in a little bit of woolen cloth 
with the magic letters ‘I. H. S.,’ upon 
it. Surely this was a great fraud, a 
great harm to the man—no matter who 
led him to wear it. Surely the man 
who sends a poor fellow sinner down 
the sea of life, trusting in such a thing 
as a scapular, is a deceiver and an an- 
tichrist. We regret to think and to 
know that these scapulars are so freely 
and briskly offered for sale, as we 
have witnessed, at the doors of the 
Roman Catholic chapels of the South 
and West of Ireland. Would that our 
fervent fellow-countrymen could see 
that mysterious letters, and even texts 
of Scripture, and crosses, tied upon 
the body cannot help or save. ‘Neither 
is there salvation in any other; for 
there is no other name under heaven 
among men whereby we must be 
saved’ but that of Jesus Christ.”

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THE CHURCH OF ROME NOT THE CHURCH OF CHRIST.

XIII. 
Which are the Five Sacraments of Rome that Were Not Ordained for the 


Church of Christ ? 


Cenfirmation, Penance, E-xtreme Unction, 


Orders ana Matrimony. 


1. OF CONFIRMATION, 

1. In this ceremony, according to 
Rome, the bishop anoints the forehead 
of the candidate with oil in the form 
of the cross, using, with the laying on 
of the bishop’s hands, the formula: 
‘IT sign thee with the sign of the cross, 
and confirm thee with the chrism of 
salvation, in the name of the Father,” 
etc. And the design of this action is 
to strengthen and confirm the faith and 
other graces of the candidate. It is 
hardly needful to say that no such 
ceremony was ordained by Christ for 
his Church, and that no such ordi- 
nance is mentioned in the Scriptures. 

2. Romanists, however, in support 
of this pretended sacrament, are ac- 
customed to quote the texts—Acts vim: 
14-17; x1x: 5-6. But it does not re- 
quire a very careful reading of those 
Scriptures to satisfy any one of ordi- 
nary intelligence that the ceremony 
performed by the Apostles on those 
occasions was in no sense sacramental, 
but simply to confer the gift of tongues 
and other miraculous powers of the 
Holy Ghost, which were granted 
abundantly to believers during the 
Apostolic age. The granting of those 
miraculous gifts was evidently de- 
signed as an effectual means of spread- 
ing the Gospel and winning unbelievers 
to the faith of Christ. But when the 
Gospel was sufficiently established in 
the world, those gifts of the Spirit, 
were no longer granted; their bestowal 
was not sacramental, for a sacrament 
,S 4 permanent institution. 





3. Again, the design of the Apostles 
in ‘‘laying on their hands” on the oc- 
casion quoted was to impart miracu- 
lous power; whereas the design of the 
Romish ‘‘confirmation” is to strengthen 
faith and other graces. The two are, 
therefore, essentially different. And, 
it will be noted, that in the texts re- 
ferred to there is no mention of ‘‘oil,” 
nor ‘‘sign of the cross,” nor ‘‘the 
hands of bishops.” Nor do we find 
these things, as the elements of a sac- 
rament, mentioned in all the Holy 
Scriptures. And as this Romish rite 
of confirmation is unscriptural, so itis 
destitute of those elements or external 
and visible signs which are anolagous 
to the internal grace signified, as water 
in Baptism, and Bread and Wine in 
the Eucharist. The ‘‘Confirmation” of 
Rome 
tal. 

4. And, finally, whether the actions 
of the Apostles in ‘laying on hands,” 
as narrated, were sacramental or not, 
they did, in every instance, impart 
the Holy Spirit. But no such result, 
however, attends the imposition of the 
hands ofa Papal bishop. He falsely, 
and without authority, prefends to do 
that which Simon Magus (an honester 
man) was willing to pay for, and what 
was actually accomplished by the Apos- 
tles, but never by the hands of an un- 
inspired sinner. 

5. But while confirmation, as a sac- 
rament, never existed in the Church of 
Christ, there was a holy custom ob- 
served in the early church in which the 


is, therefore, not sacramen- 
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young were carefully instructed in 
catechetical doctrine, especially with 
respect to the rules and principles 
which should govern them in the pro- 
fession and practice of the Gospel asa 
new life of separation from the world. 
They were then presented to the bish- 
ops, or pastors, that they might give an 
account of their proficiency, whether 
they had recognized and confirmed 
the promises made in their name by 
their parents or sponsors when they 
were baptized. They were then dis- 
missed by the pastor with prayers and 
benedictions, and so admitted to the 
use of the Lord’s Supper with the adult 
members of the church. 

6. In other words, it was a personal 
examination by the overseers—bishops 
—of the church as to the knowledge 
and piety of those who were, for the 
first time, to be admitted to the Lord’s 
Table. Such examinations prevail 
throughout the Christian Church to 
the present day; but Rome alone has 
perverted it into a sacrament. 

II. OF PENANCE, 

1. The sacrament of penance, ac- 
cording to Rome, consists of ‘‘Con- 
fession,” ‘‘Contrition,” ‘‘Absolution,” 
and ‘‘Satisfaction.” Now, if all this 
were authentic and Scriptural, still it 
would not be sacramental, for there is 
in none of it any outward, material, 
and visible sign, analogous to some 
internal, invisible grace 
any 





according to 
true definition of a sacrament. 
But it is all a plain matter-of-fact 
transaction—an offence is confessed to 
the priest—contrition is professed, 
absolution is granted, and a penalty 
is imposed as penance or satisfaction. 
To name all this complicated transac- 
tion a sacrament is sheer nonsense. 

2. The Scriptures do, indeed, en- 


join upon all sinners the duty of re- 
pentance. And that repentance, to be 
true and salutary, must consist .of (1) 
confession to God in the court of con- 
science, with self-accusation, and self- 
condemnation. (2) Contrition or a 
godly sorrow, arising from filial fear, 
a love of virtue, and a detestation of 
sins and, finally, in the purpose of (3) 
amendment and of a new life. Then, 
in answer to the prayer for pardon for 
Christ’s sake, God, our loving Father, 
grants the adsolution with peace of 
conscience and joy in the Holy Ghost. 
This is the daily, the constant experi- 
ence of God's children while in the 
flesh, but in the whole Scripture it is 
nowhere referred to as a sacrament. 

3. The promise of grace to the peni- 
tent is either simple in the words of 
the Gospel, or sacramental as con- 
nected with the ordinance of baptism, 
and hence named the ‘‘The Baptism 
of Repentance for the Remission of 
Sins;” and, also, in the Holy Scrip- 
tures, which is dispensed to commemor- 
ate the remission of sins. 


And, hence, 
in Christ's Church, repentance does 
not constitute a distinct sacrament. 

4. The Scripture texts which are 
cited to sustain ‘‘The Penance Sac- 
rament” of Rome are John xx: 23; and 
James v: 16. The first of these pas- 
sages records the grant of the power 
of discipline by the Head of the 
Church, the Lord Jesus Christ, to the 
overseers of the Church through the 
Apostles. Now, as this power was, as 
a permanent institution, to be exer- 
cised by uninspired, fallible men, it 
could not, possibly, have included 


personal absolution from the guilt of 
sins confessed; because no mere man 
can be certain that a penitent had 
truly, fully, and sincerely confessed 
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his sins; and, therefore, he cannot 
grant an absolution thatis worth any- 
thing. And the satisfaction or penance 
that he may impose in the way of 
atonement may be unduly severe or 
ridiculously trifling. As God alone 
knows the human heart, He only can 
know the sincerity of confession and 
contrition and, hence, He only is 
competent to grant the absolution and 
administer the merited punishment; 
not, indeed, as legal satisfaction for 
sin, for that was fully made when 
“Christ the Lamb of God” took ‘‘away 
the sins of the world,” but simply and 
solely as the exercise of parental dis- 
cipline according to the terms of the 
eternal covenant. (Psalm Lxxx1x:30-34.) 

5. The true sense of the text referred 
to is that the power of discipline to be 
exercised in the Church of Christ was 
to be administered according to the 
laws and principles which the Apos- 
tles were to make known and leave on 
record for the direction of the whole 
Church. To qualify them for this 
legislation they had the plenary inspir- 
ation of the Holy Ghost. (Verse 22.) 
And, so, whenever a church truthfully 
and justly administers in cases of dis- 
cipline, the laws and principles laid 
down by the Apostles, the sentence is 
ratified in heaven; because the Head 
of the Church, the Lord Jesus, must 
needs respect his own ordinance. * 

6. That the Apostles were not in- 
vested with the power or authority to 
pardon or condemn individual persons 
is evident from the fact that upon no 
occasion did they exercise such au- 
thority. There is no Scripture record 
that they ever heard confessions. What 
the Apostle James says on that subject

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is an exhortation to private persons 
to make mutual acknowledgement of 
faults in order to restore fraternal af- 
fection between those who may have 
become estranged by mutual offences, 
The confession recommended by the 
Apostle is a mutual concession between 
the parties interested; whereas the con- 
Jession of Rome is, for the most part, 
a reluctant acknowledgment of wrong- 
doing by a poor broken-hearted peni- 
tent in response to demoralizing ques- 
tions propounded by an inquisitive, 
priestly, busy body in other mens 
matters. 

7. As the Apostles never heard pri- 
vate confessions, so they never sat in 
the tribunal of penance to pronounce, 
in God's place, a sentence of personal 
absolution or condemnation. They 
proclaimed the Gospel terms of pardon 
on the exercise of faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the personal Saviour of 
sinners; but they never granted abso- 
lution nor imposed a penance. In the 
cases of Ananias and Sapphira, Simon 
Magus, and Elymas the sorcerer, they 
appear to have pronounced fersonal 
condemnation. But in. reality neither 
Peter nor Paul did any such thing. 
They were not, in these instances, ex- 
ercising ecclesiastical discipline, but 
merely, in just indignation and by the 
Spirit of God, denouncing the divine 
judgment upon flagrant offenders. 

8. Now, if the Apostles, even in 
their plenary inspiration, did not pro- 
fess to forgive personal sins, manifestly 
any such claim on the part of unin- 
spired men must be rejected as a false 


pretense. But in any view of the sub- 
ject Penance is nota sacrament institu- 
ted by Christ; and, hence, it is not found 
in his Church. But in the Church of 
Rome it is a sacrament—-one of the 
Jive of their own manufacture.

I 
shall take care to preserve, defend, in- 
crease and promote the rights, honors, 
privileges and authority of the Holy 
Roman Church, of our Lord the Pope 
and his successors aforesaid. I shall 
neither be in council, fact, or treaty, 
in which any thing shall be contrived 
against our said Lord or the same 
Roman Church, or any thing that may 
be prejudicial to their persons, right, 
honor, state or power. And if I know 
such things to be treated or procured 
by any body, I shall hinder it all I 
can, and as soon as possible shall sig- 
nify it to our said Lord, or to an- 
other by whom it may come to his 
knowledge.

And if I be detained 
by any lawful impediment, I shall per- 
form the aforesaid things by a special 
messenger, that shall have my particu- 
lar mandate, being either of my chap- 
ter, or in some distinguished ecclesias- 
tical position; or these failing, by 
any priest of my diocese;or failing any 
of these by any priest secular or regu- 
lar, of signal probity and religion, who 
shall be fully instructed in all things 
aforesaid. And I shall give lawful 
proofs of the aforesaid impediment, 
which I shall send by the aforesaid mes- 
senger to the Cardinal of the Holy Ro- 
man Church that is at the head of the 
congregation of the sacred council. 
I shall neither sell, give, mortgage, : 
enfeoff anew, nor any way alienate the 


possessions that belong to my table, 
even with the consent of the 
chapter of my church, without consult- 
ing the Pope of Rome. And if I make 
any such alienation I am willing to in- 
cur the penalties contained in a con- 
stitution thereupon set forth. 
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VARIOUS FORMS OF OATH. 

A form of the oath supposed to be 
be taken by the Jesuits has been pub- 
lished by the Toronto JAZai/, and the 
Jesuits of Canada have sued the paper 


for libel, claiming they do not take 
such an oath, and that its publication 


has damaged the Order to the extent 
of $50,000. The objectionable fea- 
tures of the oath published by the 
Mai/ are contained in the sentence in 
the foregoing oath of bishops as fol- 
lows: ‘‘I shall, according to my pow- 
er, persecute and oppose all heretics, 
schismatics and rebels against oursaid 
Lord,” (the Pope). Whether the Jesuits 
take this oath or not we do not know. 
The only oath a priest takes in the 
United States is one of obedience to 
his bishop, and not to join a religious 
order without the consent of the 


bishop. As will be seen by the follow- 
ing form, Roman Catholic bishops in 


the United States do not take the same 
oath as bishops in Europe. The 
clause to persecute heretics has been 
left out, as Archbishop Kenrick ex- 
plains, by request of the bishops them- 
selves. We have not the least doubt 
that many of the bishops in this coun- 
try would persecute to death all ene- 
mies of the Pope, if they could safely 
do so. But they do not openly com- 
mit themselves to do this by the oath 
taken at their consecration. They are 
adepts, however, at ‘‘mental reserva- 
tions,” and for ‘‘the good of the 
Church” can swear or not swear as 
they please. They need no oath to 
persecute those who become heretics 
by leaving the Roman Catholic Church, 
for they do it right heartily on every 
possible occasion, even as former 
bishops persecuted the ancestors of 
our modern Protestants. 
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OATH OF AMERICAN BISHOPS.

to my care, and I will humbly receive 
in return the Apostolic mandates, and 
most diligently execute them. But if 
I be prevented by a lawful impedi- 
ment, I will perform all the things 
aforesaid by a certain messenger spec- 
ially authorized for this purpose, a 
priest of the diocese, or by some other 
secular or regular priest of tried virtue 
and piety, well instructed on all the 
above subjects. 

‘I will not sell, nor give away, nor 
mortgage, enfeoff anew, nor in any 
way alienate the possessions belonging 
to my table [that is, the revenues and 
especially real estate of the diocese], 
without the leave of the Roman Pon- 
tiff. And should I proceed to any 
alienation of them, I am willing to 
contract, by the very fact, the penal- 
ties specified in the Constitution pub- 
lished on this subject. So may God 
help me, and these holy gospels of 
God.”
